SEWAGE. 


MORE TESTIMONY BEFORE THE 
COMMISSION. 


A Number of People of Vernon Who 
Are Unequivocally Against It 
and Who Attribute Sickness and 
Death to It—Expert Testimony 

Called For. 


The Sewer Commission was very late 
assembling yesterday morning at the 
Council Chamber to take additional 
testimony upon the effects of the use 
of sewage for irrigating purposes. The 
hour set was 9 o’clock, and the mem- 
bers came straggling in so that it was 
10 o’clock before Chairman Wells 
called the body to order. He an- 
nounced that while there was not a 


Y | quorum present, still there were enough 
|| to go on with the examination. 


Mr. Knox said that it would be in 
order for any gentleman who has not 
given his testimony as to the effect of 
the use of sewage upon the public 
health to do so. 

Those present when the examination 
began were Chairman Wells, * 
men Hamilton and Brown, Dr. 81 
baugh, L. N. Breed, ex-Mayor W K. 
man, George W. Knox, John Culver, | w 
William P. Ferguson, A. H. Judson 
and George Hansen. - 

John A. Pirtle first stated that he 
had some affidavits of physicians bear- 
ing directly upon the subject, and 
asked permission to read them. 

Mr. Knox said that he was about to 
offer a motion that any physician who 
desires to do so be requested to appear 
before the commission and give testi- 
mony. If this motion prevail the affi- 
davits will scarcely be what is required. 
‘Lhe affidavits mentioned by Mr. Pirtle 
are from physicians who are preju- 
diced, and the commission will not be 
allowed, owing to their absence, to 

uestion the physicians themselves. 
Tue commission desires to get at the 
facts, and in a fair manner. 

Dr. Sinsabaugh agreed with Mr. 
Knox and thought that the commis- 
sion ought to proceed under its resolu- 


tion to take the testimony of those 


witnesses present. It is inconvenient 
for witnesses to be here, and they 
should not be put off for affidavits. 

Mr. Breed agreed with Mr. Knox, 
and the reading of the affidavits was 
deferred until another time. 

H. N. Rankin of Vernon avenue tes- 
tified that he has not used sewage, but 
has lived in the omy > J where it has 
been used. He first lived — Wilming- 
ton avenue, where his neighbors were 
using sewage water. e was sur- 
rounded by it. He began to notice the 
effects on others. He said: “A widow 
lady and two boys moved back of the 


old Curtis place. I attended the funer- 


al ef one of the boystwo months 
afterward, and the surgeon said his 
sickness was from the se wage. Another 
family I noticed, a lady from Scotland, 
was taken sick and was sick four 
months from the effects of the * 
age.

My 
own wife. was sick frequently from 
headache. She could smell the sewer, 
and it affected her. In the night it

‘testified that he located on the Penny 
tract two years ago and the sewage 
was being used all around. In Sep- 
tember of the first yearhe was taken 
sick with malarial fever, and was told 
he must move away. He did so and 
three days afterward his child was 
taken with scarlet fever. He knew of 
no sickness where he lives now, except 
Sewage, 
he considered, was very offensive, 
whether used to excess or not. He 
never used sewage water himself. 
When the water was running it could 
be smelled all the time. He went 
there in May and was taken sick in 
August. At the time he was taken 
sick he was using well-water for 
domestic purposes, from a well on the 
place. The closest distance the sewage 
water flowed to the well was 200 feet. 
The physician told him that the smell 
of the sewage was detrimental to 
health. 

George Hemus, living on Central 
avenue near Vernon avenue, testified 
that he had not used sewer water on 
his own land,but his neighbors used it 
and he had been compelled to use some 
of the effects of it on his lungs. He 
went to the Vernon district about five 
years ago, and the smells were appar- 
ent. e tried to convince himself 
that it would not amount to anything, 
but was compelled to believe sewer 
water had something to do with sick- 
ness, when he had malarial and ty- 
phoid fever. He had asked why the 
water was not used on the Briswalter 
tract as it had been, and was told 
that it was injurious to the health 
there. Therefore be was compelled to 
believe it was injurious to his health 
in the Vernon district. His physician 
told him his sickness was due to the 
sewer water. The nearest point the 
sewer water came to his well was a 
quarter of a mile. 

Samuel G. ‘Dwyer, residing on the 


ood | Nadeau Vineyard tract, said that he 
or has lived in California for two years; 


first on Duke street, and now lives a 
square from where the Chinamen are 
using sewer water. One of his neigh- 
bors has abandoned the use of a well 
on account of its being contaminated. 
Their names are Ernst. 

It is possibly eight or ten rods from 
the well—an open well. The woman 
told his wife the well had been aban- 
doned. Five of their children were 
taken sick. The health of his own 
family had not been affected, he living 
north of the Ernst family. It looked 
to him as if sewer water might 
be deodorized so as to be all right, but 
as used by the Chinamen heconsidered 
it a dangerous thing. 

G. A. Blakesley; living near Flor- 


once, on the Compton-avenue road, 


testified that two years ago a man 
named Parmiey rented 40 acres ad- 
oining to Chinamen, who began sewer 
irrigation. The stench from the sew- 
age was so great at his house, although 
on the north, that he had to close his 
doors and windows all the 
time nearly.

Chambers was taken with malaria 
from it and died afterward. Mr. Fitz- 
meyer’s family, where the water was 
used, were sick. A Mr. McGreel, last 
spring, first had brain fever then 
typhoid. There were two Mr. Smith 
who had diphtheria; Mrs. . 
typhoid fever; Mr. mond’s family, 
typhoid fever. These cases he knew 
personally. His own health was not 


affected, but being strong he could 


throw it off. These cases have occurred 
most of them in the last six months, 
and are allin the sewer district. Dr. 
Dorsey attended all these cases. He 
had seen the water run in a ditch 
on his west line, through weeds 
18 inches high, and in the morning two

| forsa year and a half has suffered very 


much in heaith, and her family also. 
She was not sick for eight years before 
last winter. Her daughter is sick at 
present. She attributed all the sick- 
ness to the sewer water. It ran in an 
open ditch near them, and the ditch 
was never cleaned. The physician has 
told her that her daughter will never 
get well unless she’is taken away. The 
ditch crosses past one side of her place, 
just the street between. She did not 
use the water on her place. The water 
used for domestic purposes by her fam- 
ily is from a well about 100 feet from 
the ditch, and the well is piped. She 
was obliged to leave last spring on ac- 
count of the stench. 

John Gilmore, living on Compton 
avenue, south of the railroad, said that 
the .sewerage ie in every direction 
around him, and ail he could say about 
it is that it is very offensive. He could 
not say that it has effected his health 
any. e has used the sewerage two or 
three times. It has not influenced the 
health of his family so far. One of his 
Er bors, Mr. Ahrens, attributed a 

of rheumatism to it. It is used 
on = the north of him, and west, and on 
his own 10 acres. He has seven chil- 
dren, their ages ranging from 7 to 17, 
and they have not been sick during the 
time he has been using the sewer 
water.

Dr. Sinsabaugh was called upon for 
his experience in the East in a recent 
visit. He said that he went to Atlantic 
City prejudiced against the treating 
of outflow to deodorize it. but after 
looking carefully through the system 
he came to the opposite opinion. He 
has no doubt that the sewage of the 
city can be so treated as to render it 
harmless and useful. He took the 
water in Atiantic City and washed his 
hands in it, and could not detect an 

or. The plan is very simple and the 

esults are wonderful. hen men 
say they want no sewer water under 
any circumstances, they are speaking 
of that of which they know nothing. 
That is my observation of the treat- 
ment of this subject. Atlantic City is 
a place where there are at times 120,000 
people. The filtration systems in the 
East are not expensive.

A COMMUNICATION. 


Mr. Throop Talks About the Har- 
mony School.

It was closed 
four days in 1886, when Mr. Rutland 
was sick with measles, and a substi- 
tute in the person of Miss Reese was 
— 2 and the school again con- 
venue 

In the fall of 1886 a Miss Conner or 
O’Conrer was employed and served a 
few weeks, but failing to get a proper 
certificate she was dropped and school 
was closed for two weeks or so, when 
a Miss Lowry was employed and taught 
the balance of the season. During 
her term the big noise and scare about 
sewage and injunctions was raised, 
and there being measies in school and 
in all out-lying schools through this 
section of the State, some took their 
children out. In April the average 
attendance was 38—some days being 
more, some days less—the smallest 
average of any month in the year.

DR. SINSABAUGE. 


He Talks Further About the Filtra- 
tion Process. 

Dr. Sinsabaugh, who visited Atlantic 
City, in company with the Sewer Com- 
mittee of the Council last October, was 
interviewed yesterday regarding what 
he saw. He said: 

“I went to Atlantic City to see the 
sewage filtering works there. I made 
as thorough an examination as I felt 
necessary. My prejudices were rather 
against the worth, but I was de- 
termined to see all there was in it. In 
the summer season the population is 
about 120.000. It is a eity of hotels 
and boarding houses; one of the great 
watering places just outside of Phila- 
delpbia. e town itself is so located 
that drainage of the ordinary kind is 
simply impossible. To empty its sew- 
age into the sea without treatment 
would ruin the place for the purpose 
for which it is now used. The ci 
stands very little above the sea leve 
and as a matter of fact portions ot the 
city were submerged by the recent 
storms. 

“The sewer system is built as if it 
had a plenty of fall. Its outfall mat- 
ter is gathered ina well; from thence 
it is —_ into pipes of large size 
and discharged into filter beds, where 
it is divested of everythin offensive, 
and the water thus purified passes into 
the ocean, without harm and without 
any complaint. TRis treatment is 
simply the passage of this outfall mat- 
— through clay and hay, so as to thor- 


— separate all o ensive matter, . 


render it inodorous and clean. 

The strainings unite with the clay and 

form a valuable fertilizing mixture. Its 

esence is not offensive, and it soon 

ries, so that itcan be easily handled 
and carted away. 

One of the most remarkable things 
connected with our examination was 
the fact that the odors peculiar to 
water-closets, etc., could scarcely be 
discovered. The reason for this we 
found to bo in the fact that the pump- 
ing drew gut these gases and formed a 
draft from the pipe into the chimney 
of the engine-house. 

“I talked with several well-known 
and responsible gentlemen of Atlantic 
City, who expressed themselves as 
perfectly satisfied with their sewer 
system, and they believed it to be the 
best in existence. I satisfied myself 
that it is the best system for our city, 
considering the great value of water. 
I still believe it will be a mistake 
should not the city adopt this or some 
kindred system. I also talked with 

entlemen who told me that Atlantic 

ity isin high favor with physicians 
in New York city, who regard it asthe 
gig for their patients.”

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THE TWEEDY MURDER. 


PROSPECT OF A LONG-DRAWN 
LEGAL FIGHT. 


over One Hundred Witnesses Sub- 


penaed—Circumstances of the 
Killing Reviewed by en Bye- 
witness—An Old Feud Settled by 
It. 


The trial of Wayne Wheeling, 
charged with the murder of William 
Tweedy, at Maynard, in the Antelope 
Valley, July 2d last, began yesterday 
before Judge Cheney, in Department 
No. 1 of the Superior Court, and prom- 
ises to be one of the celebrated cases in 
the criminal calendar of the county. 
The defendant has been lying in the 
County Jail since his voluntary sur- 
render, the same day of the killing. 
Thomas Hereford was indicted jointly 
with Wheeling, by the Grand Jury, 
but as it was apparent that he could 
not be connected directly with the 
murder, he was admitted to bail in the 
sum of When the case was 
called yesterday morning, however, 
Hereford’s case was called with Wheel- 


ing’s. The courtroom at the time of 
oneatie was asight to behold. The 
term-ffial jurors, numbering 30, were 


in attendance first and secured ‘seats, 
and a few minutes later the witnesses 
began to assemble. There seemed to 
be noend to them, and they filled all 
the remaining seats in the lo obby, while 
30 or 40 were obliged to stand up. 
When they were called, 84 answered to 
their names and 18 were absent, mak- 
a total of 102 witnesses. 
he defendants were hard to recog- 
nize in the crowd of citizens from An- 
telope Valley, but Wayne Wheeling 
quietly seated himself near the prison- 
er’s box and held himself in a cool and 
collected style.

Tweedy was carried into the 
house of a Mr. Schiebler, and died at 
To’clock the same evening, after in- 
tense suffering. Wheeling drove on 
into Lancaster and surrendered himself 
to Constable Johnson. The killing 
caused intense excitement, and the 
officers concealed Tweedy until he was

There 
was canned fruit in abundance, and 
some bananas, which might, for all 
the spectators know, have been pur- 
chased in the towns through. which 
the show traveled. This was much 
remarked on by visitors. It is to be 
hoped that Southern California will 
make such a live show of products in 
the traveling exhibit of the State, as 
will convince eastern people that, 
when it comes to horticultural prod- 
ucts, and especially citrus fruits, 
Southern California is first and the 
rest ot the world nowhere.“ 


THe Santa Monica Outlook repro- 
duces our recent editorial on break- 
waters, and asks that the question 
therein opened be followed up. It will 
be remembered that in that article we 
showed that Santa Monica is an ex- 
ceptionally favorable location for a 
breakwater, which would affora a se- 
cure harbor at all seasons and for all 
sized vessels.

Justice to a Correspondent. 

On the 20th of September last a let- 
ter purporting to have been written by 
the Countess Annie de Montaigu and 
signed by her name, entitled New 
York Letter—Sensationalism Run 
Mad,” ete., appeared in this paper, 
and subsequently in two other Califor- 
nia journals under captions selected by 
each to sult itself. The letter dealt 
with flash“ literature of female pro- 
duction; and with other sensational 
matters—matters since objected to 
by the author whose name was 
appended to the screed. She, in 
fact, repudiates in toto the author- 
ship of the letter, protests that 
it was injurious to her, and de- 
clares that she isin no wise responsi- 
ble for it. An examination into the 
matter has led to the _ conclu- 
sion on our part that she is right in 
‘her disclaimer. In the routine work 
of the office her name appears to have 
been innocently appended, in some un- 
explainable way, to the objectionable 
letter, and thus an injustice was done 
her. The Countess’s regular weekly 
New York letter appeared in the issue 
for September 22, 1889, under the head 
of Noted Women,“ and was essen- 
tially different in tone from the let- 
ter sub-headed “‘Sensationalism Run 
Mad,“ ete.

Ir any suggestions have been made 
as to the celebration of the arrival of 
rapid transit in this city, we have not 
seen them. It is not too eariy to begin 
to think and talk about it. The mar- 
riage of Los feles and Pasadena for 
the second timé is an event equally as 
important as the first, and the advent 
in our midst of one or two roads, and 

we hope they will come together, will 
mark an epoch in our history, and 
something must be done. A banquet, 
with the Governor of the State here, 
and our Los Angeles friends, headed 
by the Mayor, a ball at the Raymond, 
a procession, suggestive of the ad- 
vance made by Pasadena since the 
last railroad and the first entered the 
town. The whole city should be 
decorated with bunting, oranges. and 
fruit. Let our thousand or more 
school children parade, if it is warm 
and pleasant, after the charming 
Brooklyn fashion, and be reviewed by 
the powers that be. These, our Re- 
publican clubs, our fire department, 
the Sons of Veterans, and old vet- 
erans, could make a display that would 
be a fitting mark of our appreciation 
of the fact that we are moving on.

TRE Public Library, referred to else- 
where in a general way, demands the 
immediste attention of our citizens. 
If money was to be raised to erect a 
building there would be some excuse 
for inaction, but here we have a $25,- 
000 building all completed, with a few 
trivial exceptions, which the trustees 
alone, and unaided, cannot provide. 
The old library building, containing 
many thousand dollars’ worth of book 

property, is liable to be destroyed at 


any time, not being fireproof, and with 


it the proceeds of vears of labor. That 


* 


something should be done to preserve 
our credit there can be no possible 
doubt; but what? It is the opinion of 
many that the library should pass 
under the contract of the city; on the 
other hand, some of the trustees are 
opposed to the additional responsibility. 
It is doubtful if the taxpayers 
would object to the small additional 
burden that this would bring; it would 
be more than over-balanced by the 
benefits that would accrue in seeing 
our valuable collection in the new 
building and additions made from 
month to month. The library is a part 
of our educational system, appealing 
to every citizen, and of direct advan- 
tage to home and family. Thousands 
have enjoyed its privileges without 
pecuniary outlay. The invalids during 
the winter bave here a comfortable 
room, with the periodicals of the day, 
and its benefits to the stranger within 
our gates are inestimable.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


THE FINEST LIBRARY BUILD- 
ING IN THE SOUTH, 

A Glance at the Institution—What 
It Has Done and Will Do—Iits 
Present Needs and Roquire- 
ments—Facts for Book Worms. 


The writer drove by our beautiful 
library building a few days ago with a 
gentleman from the East, who ex- 
claimed, when we stopped, that it was 
a most attractive edifice, and a credit 
to a city of five times our size. The 
writer explained that as Pasadena was 
50 per cent. ahead of creation on any 
point, he could mention that it was 
only natural that all our buildings 
should be five times as imposing as 
those of other cities, which the 
stranger seemed to accept as a logical 
conclusion. 

The writer was about to say that

the building was in the course of con- 
struction, and tbus explain the air of 
gloom that hung about the place, but 
the excuse was threadbare—had been 
used too many times, and reluctantly 
the true situation was told. 

But why disguise the facts? There 
it stands, a beautiful monument to the 
citizens of Pasadena—a pile of stone 
and granite, dedicated to education 
and free public improvement. How 
much longer shall its doors remain 
closed? Something should be done, 
and at once. 

The history of the library is too 
well known to dwell upon. The names 
of Kinney, Channing, Winston, Rust 
and Hopkins are identified with its 
early development, and, under the 
name of the Pasadena Village Im- 
provement Association, built up the 

resent valuable and creditable li- 
— The boom times came and the 
library property rose in value was sold, 
and the new building, which was 
sorely needed, commenced, Mr. Charles 
Legge generously donating the land 
—— conditions that = work should 
be completed at a cert time. This 
was not done, and the time was ex- 
tended by Mr. Legge. who, actuated by 
generous and public-spirited feelings, 
stepped forward and aided the matter 
all he could. And here it stands, a 
fine building, a credit to the city and 
its people; all finished except the 
flooring, plastering and furniture. 
In the meantime the valuable 
collection of books, the accumulation { 
of years, isin a building subject to 
loss by fire. This certainly is not as it 
should be, and something should be 
done by the whole people. There isnot 
a person in Pasadena but should take 
pride in our fine collection of books, 
many of whom have obtained benefi 
from them, and the object of this 
article is to urge them to go to Ray- 
mond avenue and imagine what a 
credit it will be for us to have the new 
building equipped before the winter 
throng comes, and to talk it up and 
help devise some way out of the woods. 
The library, as it stands, isin the hands 
of a private stock company. THE 
TIMES simply expresses its own opinion 
when it states that the library should 
be in the hands of the city, and it 
thinks the majority of the citi- 
zens have similar views. It is 
believed that three of the city 
trustees are in favor of this, and the 
additional tax to the city, for the sup- 

rt of this institution, would not 
elt per capita; it would be an _ insig- 
nificent sum when compared to the ad- 
vantages that would accrue. The 
public library comes in the category 
of the public schools. Its work runs in 
the same general channel and is 
equally deserving of support. The 
question is one which appeals to every 
patriotic citizen who has our true in- 
terests at heart, and that this beautiful 
building, which has cost us $25,000, 
should allowed to remain empty 
this winter is a reflection upon us. 

It is possible that some may not 
know how excellent a library we have 
and what the wish is of allowing it to 
remain when it is in the building on 
Dayton street. The following are the 
directors: H. N. Rust, president; Dr. 
W. T. Channing, vice-president; L. C. 
Winston, B. M. Wotkyns, John W 
Vandervoort, C. F. Holder; Mrs. 8. 
E. Merritt, secretary and libraian. 

The library is divided into two 
rooms; a book and reading-room, and 
open to the public every day, except 
legal holidays, from 9 to 12 a.m., and 
2to5and7to9p.m. The books are 
free to any responsible person upon 
the payment of 25 cents per month, 
and citizens and strangers here for 
the winter have a selection from 
over 2400 volumes. These cover a 
wide field, embracing nearly all the 
standard works: Abbott, Carlyle, 
Bancroft, Dickens, Macaulay, Motley. 
Trollope, Alcott, — Bulwer, 
Chaucer, Collins, Cooper, Eggleston; 
in fact, nearly all the eminent authors 
are represented, and in a way that 
shows careful and intelligent selec- 
tion. This is a fine showing, but the 
library needs more; little, if anything, | 
has been done in adding tothe collec- 
tion in two years except certain dona- 
tion, when by right a new installment 
should be received monthly to keep up 
public interest. 

The reading-room of the library is 
remarkably well equipped, and ~~ 
the stranger or invalid can drop in an 
perhaps find his home paper and all 
the magazinesof the day.

In short, we have here a 
library creditable to any a of many 
times our size, and a new building that 


would be a credit to any community, 


no matter how wealthy. 

It is not necessary to dwell further 
upon ‘the benefits which we derive 
from the library; the fact remains that 
the building is ready for the floors, 
plastering and furniture. A few thou- 
sand dollars would place it on a firm ba- 
sis, and if every Pasadenian who reads 
this article will renew their 
monthly subscriptions, the librarian 
will be enabled to buy some new books, 
and if they will go further and give it 
their personal interest and influence, 
we shall see the building well equip- 
ped by Christmas. 


THE OROSS ROAD. 


A Reported Deal for tho Altadena— 
The Alley Forever. 

Capt. John Cross was in town yester- 
day from Los Angeles. He was con- 
fronted on all sides by the rumor that 
the Cross road was making negotia-

Dr. Pr Dopprings, the emit 
nent English divine and author, was 
born in London in 1702, and was the 
twentieth child of a merchant of that 
city. He studied at the theological 
seminary at Kibworth, and began to 
preach at the age of 20 at that place. 
He was the author of a large number 
of religious works and of several 
hymns which have been greatly ad- 
eo He died at Lisbon October 
26, 175 . * 

Sin GODFREY KNELLER was the 
favorite portrait painter of England 
from Charles LI.’s time to the reign of 
George I. He was born at Lubeck in 
1648, and after having. been sometime 
a painter, he went to England in the 
course of his travels. When there, by 
a series of accidents, he was emplo 1 
to paint a portrait of Charles : 
which proved so satisfactory that he 
found it profitable to remain in that 
country. Horace Walpole maintains 
that Kneller, had he chosen to turn 
his attention to high art, would have 
made an artist of the first class; as it 
was he only painted portraits, 
and some of those in a very inferior 
manner. The reason which he as- 
signed for his choice of portrait-paint- 
ing above other branches of art was 
that of a man who cared more for his 
rank on this earth than bis rank in 
the universe. ‘Painters of history,” 
he observed, made the dead live and 
do not begin to live themselves till 
they are dead. I paint the living and 
they make me live.“ Certainly —— 
did. Kneller lived in a magnificen 
style, lost £20,000 by the South Sea 
bubble, and died October 26, 1723, in 
the possession of £2000 a year. He 
had painted 10 crowned heads. These 
were Charles II., James II. and his 
queen, William and Mary, Anne. 
George I., Louis XIV., Peter the Great 
and the Emperor Charles VI. of Ger- 
many. Knellerwas knighted in 1692 
by William III. and made a baronet by 
George 1. in 1715. He was a vain man 
and his friend Pope frequently’ ridi- 
culed him in his letters. A monument 
was raised to him in Westminster Ab- 
bey, for the erection of which the 
painter had himself left the sum of 
£300 in his will. 

GEORGE JAMES DANTON, who was 
born of well-to-do farming people in 
Southern France, more than any man 
that tte French Revolution threw to
